Dedication  ceremonies  for  Copiah-Lincoln's  latest  construc- 
tion project  two  men's  honors  dormitories  are  scheduled  for 
Thursday,  February  6,  2003  at  2  p.m. 

The  dorms,  Lincoln  Hall  and  Lawrence  Hall,  are  located  on 
the  northern  part  of  the  college's  Wesson  Campus  and  will 
house  a  total  of  64  honor  students.  Two  double  occupancy 
rooms  will  share  bathroom  facilities.  Each  room  is  provided 
with  Internet,  cable  and  phone  accessibility.  Parking  areas  are 
located  at  the  ends  of  the  buildings,  which  were  designed  to  be 
residential  in  appearance  in  an  effort  to  blend  in  with  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  actual  cost  of  construction  $1.24  million  was  $64,000  less 
than  the  projected  cost  of  $1.31  million.  This  was  the  first  time 
the  college  has  used  a  construction  manager  to  oversee  work 
activity,  as  opposed  to  the  school  dealing  with  contractor. 

Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Howell  Garner  said  the  project  was 
successful  because  of  a  good  construction  manager,  a  good 
architect  Carl  Nobles  and  Co-Lin  Physical  Plant  Supervisor 
Daryl  Jordan's  involvement  in  various  aspects  of  the  project. 

The  dorm  project  was  funded  with  capital  improvement  funds 
from  Co-Lin's  supporting  counties  and  does  not  include  any 
state  funds.  Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Howell  Garner  said  the  funds 
and  other  assistance  from  Lincoln,  Copiah,  Lawrence  and 
Franklin  counties  was  very  important. 

Students  moved  into  the  dorms  in  December  prior  to  first 
semester  exams.  In  order  to  live  in  the  honors  dorms,  students 
will  have  to  maintain  3.0  grade  point  average  (GPA)  or  score  a 
20  or  above  on  the  ACT. 

With  the  completion  of  the  dorm  project,  the  college  will  now 
concentrate  on  the  construction  of  an  instructional  technology 
building,  which  will  be  located  on  the  site  of  the  old  Lincoln 
Hall.  Removal  of  the  old  Lincoln  Hall  will  begin  in  January 
2003. 

Nobles  and  Singleton  Architects  have  been  selected  as  the 
architects  for  the  project.  This  project  will  be  funded  with  state 
bond  money  as  well  as  local  capital  improvement  funds.  The 
State  Bureau  of  Building,  Grounds  and  Real  Property 
Management  will  oversee  the  construction  project.  The  $3 
million  project  is  expected  to  be  complete  in  August  of  2004. 
The  building  will  serve  three  primary  functions,  a  general 
classroom  facility,  state-of-the-art  computer  classrooms  and  labs 
and  faculty  offices.  A  faculty  resource  and  training  room  will 
also  be  included.

"It's  not  only  exciting  but  also  an  honor  to  be  a  part  of  such  a  well 
respected  institution  which  has  stood  for  academic  excellence  and 
quality  instruction  for  75  years.  The  mission  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  when  it  began  in  1928  was  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  those  individuals  who  might  not  otherwise  have  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  college  education.  That  includes  preparation 
for  the  university  and  /  or  the  training  in  a  set  of  skills  that  allows  a 
person  to  be  employed  in  a  field  of  work  and  to  become  a  produc- 
tive citizen  in  his/her  community.  Although  the  way  we  accomplish 
that  mission  has  changed  and  has  been  expanded  in  many  ways,  the 
actual  mission  to  provide  an  "open  door"  access  to  a  college  educa- 
tion /  training  has  been  the  same  since  the  beginning.  As  we  cele- 
brate those  75  years  during  the  year  2003,  I  hope  we  will  all  recog- 
nize how  important  our  beginnings  were  and  how  important  the  past 
is  in  who  and  what  we  are.  I  hope  we  will  also  look  toward  the 
future  with  a  sense  of  confidence  and  excitement  that  we  will  con- 
tinue to  make  a  tremendous  difference  in  the  lives  of  countless  indi- 
viduals who  take  advantage  of  programs  and  services  we  offer." 

Opening  ceremonies  for  the  75th  Anniversary  Celebration  will 
be  held  on  Monday,  February  3,  2003  at  2  p.m.  at  The  Thames 
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Center.  Guest  speakers  for  the  program  include  U.S.  Senator  Thad 
Cochran  and  Mississippi  Governor  Ronnie  Musgrove.  A  collectable 
75th  Anniversary  commemorative  collage  will  be  unveiled.  Copies 
of  the  collage  will  be  available  for  purchase  later  in  the  year.  The 
agenda  also  includes  a  short  performance  by  world-renowned 
pianist  Randal  Atcheson  who  performed  at  Co-Lin  last  year.  Mr. 
Atcheson  will  perform  a  full  concert  that  evening  at  7  p.m.  in  Rea 
Auditorium  as  part  of  Copiah-Lincoln's  Community  Arts  Series. 

This  event  promises  to  be  a  highlight  for  our  spring  calendar. 
Photographs,  clothing,  and  other  75th  memorabilia  will  be  on  dis- 
play at  The  Thames  Center  and  other  locations  on  campus  through- 
out the  year  for  everyone  to  enjoy.  A  commemorative  gift  will  be 
given  to  all  who  attend  this  opening  celebration. 

The  Student  Government  Association  is  planning  numerous 
activities  on  campus  for  students  during  Spring  Fling  Week  in 
March.  According  to  sophomore  class  treasurer  Meghann  Hubbard 
of  Utica,  "We  (the  student  body)  are  so  excited  about  being  a  part  of 
the  college's  75th  anniversary.  We  will  have  several  special  events 
planned  for  the  students  as  part  of  the  celebration."

In  July,  the  campus  completed  its  second  annual  Mississippi 
Access  to  Rural  Care  program  with  11  graduates.  Dr.  Gerri 
Brown  for  the  second  year  coordinated  the  program,  which 
instructs  students  from  a  variety  of  communities  in  various 
aspects  of  health  care,  including  observation  visits  to  local 
health  care  facilities. 

During  the  summer,  Spanish  instructor  Linda  Royals  Flynn 
went  on  her  second  trip  to  South  America  sponsored  by  the  S. 
A.  Rosenbaum  Teacher  Fellows  Program  of  the  Earthwatch 
Institute  Project.  She  spent  time  at  an  archaeological  dig  in  Peru 
and  with  healers  along  The  Amazon. 

In  July,  nine  students  graduated  from  three  industrial  training 
programs:  electrical,  millwright  and  instrumentation.  The  pro- 
grams are  co-sponsored  by  the  Associated  Builders  and 
Contractors. 

During  the  summer,  the  Respiratory  Care  Practitioner 
Program  received  notification  that  it  met  91  percent  of  the  24 
standards  in  an  evaluation  by  the  Committee  on  Accreditation 
of  Respiratory  Care. 

Also  during  the  summer.  Psychology  Instructor  Geui  Brown 
received  notification  that  she  completed  all  necessary  work  to 
be  awarded  her  doctoral  degree. 

In  September,  the  campus  reached  its  highest  enrollment:  814 
full-  and  part-time  students,  and  its  highest  full-time  enroll- 
ment: 562.  Those  figures  represent  a  significant  increase  in  stu- 
dents who  selected  the  campus  for  their  college  educations. 
Natchez  dean  Ronnie  Nettles  attended  the  groundbreaking  in 
the  summer  for  the  $10.5  million  Alcom  State  University 
Master  in  Business  Administration  building  across  the  street 
from  Co-Lin  Natchez.  ASU  has  surveyed  Co-Lin  business  stu- 
dents about  their  potential  for  transfemng  to  ASU's  business 
program.  The  new  facility  is  schedule  to  opening  2004. 
Students  elected  Mr.  and  Miss  Co-Lin  Natchez  in  September. 
They  are  Micheal  Anderson  and  Renee  Johnson,  both  sopho- 
mores and  leaders  of  various  clubs  and  organizations. 

In  August,  Co-Lin  graduate  Jimmy  Searcy  earned  his  Purple 
Heart  Award,  34  years  after  being  injured  in  Vietnam.  Searcy,  a 
Radiology  Technician  graduate,  had  never  been  formally  pre- 
sented his  Purple  Heart.  U.S.  Rep.  Ronnie  Shows  pinned  the 
medal  on  him  in  a  ceremony  attended  by  family,  friends,  com- 
munity leaders  and  other  dignitaries. 

Also  in  August,  Co-Lin  Natchez  hosted  its  Second  Annual 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Foundation  Golf  Classic  at 
Beau  Pre'  Country  Club.  Ninety-one  golfers  participated  in  the 
four-person  scramble,  a  record  from  the  first  tournament. 
Proceeds  help  Natchez  campus  students  and  instructors. 

In  September,  the  campus  held  a  one-year  anniversary  memo- 
rial on  Sept.  11,  2002.  Approximately  75  employees  and  stu- 
dents attended  the  ceremony  held  at  the  flagpole  outside  the 
Tom  Reed  Academic  Center.

Internet  Campus  Solution  for  Co-Lin

Internet  access  to  the  Co-Lin  administrative  software  has 
arrived.  Our  current  software  provider,  Jenzabar,  has  enhanced 
their  existing  software  solution  with  the  integration  of  Internet 
access.   Our  existing  software,  which  has  been  in  use  since 
October  27,  1997,  provides  very  limited  access  to  the  database 
unless  you  are  on  one  of  our  campuses.  The  new  enhancement  is 
called  Jenzabar's  Internet  Campus  Solution  (JICS).   Upon  suc- 
cessful implementation,  access  to  our  administrative  software 
will  be  available  anywhere  Internet  access  is  provided. 

The  solution  requires  an  administrative  computer  for  the 
software  and  database,  a  server  for  Web  access,  and  a  server  for 
the  course  management  component.  These  three  components 
work  together  to  provide  the  access  and  services  necessary  for 
providing  the  enhancements.  The  software  and  database  comput- 
er has  been  a  requirement  since  implementation  of  our  in-house 
applications  in  the  1980's.  We  recently  replaced  the  administra- 
tive computer  system  (IBM  AS/400  50S),  which  was  purchased 
during  the  implementation  of  the  original  CMDS  application 
software  in  1997,  with  an  IBM  iSeries  270.  This  machine  will 
continue  to  function  as  it  has  in  the  past  to  provide  access  to  the 
administrative  software  and  database.  The  two  servers  will 
retrieve  and  update  information  on  the  main  computer  system. 
One  will  be  a  Web  server  for  the  Web  access  component,  and  the 
other  will  be  a  SQL  server  for  the  course  management 
component. 

One  of  the  most  important  characteristics  of  this  new 
software  is  that  it  insulates  the  end  user  from  changes  to  the 
hardware,  software  and/or  database  of  the  main  computer.  This  is 
significant  since  software  and  database  changes  occur  frequently, 
and  hardware  upgrades  are  essential.  Jenzabar's  Internet 
Campus  Solution  delivers  the  connectivity  through  the  Web  that 
is  critical  today,  bringing  complete  integration  with  the  adminis- 
trative system's 
database.  Role-based  portlets 
deliver  database  content  that's 
relevant  to  the  user.  For 
example,  the  Financial  Aid 
office  will  only  have  access  to 
data  relevant  to  their  function. 

The  Course  Management 
Software  will  reside  on  the 
SQL  server.  Each  user  has  the 
option  to  customize  their  own 
Web  page  with  a  personal 
calendar,  Internet  links,  etc. 
while  providing  features  that 
include: 


outs,  PDFs,  audio  and  video  file  formats,  and  images

Jenzabar's  Course  Management  oilers  students  and  stall 
secure,  password-protected,  24/7,  single-login  access  with  a 
one-stop  solution  to  all  their  educational  and  Internet  needs. 
Although  we  are  in  the  initial  implementation  phase,  the 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  have  been  involved  with  the  selection 
of  the  software  and  are  very  supportive  of  our  efforts.  Part  of  this 
selection  process  included  Co-Lin's  hosting  of  the  Southern 
Regional  Users  Group  for  Jenzabar.  Attendees  from  several 
community  colleges,  as  well  as  our  people,  were  very  impressed 
with  the  presentation  that  was  given  which  highlighted  the 
features  of  JICS.  Ling  Chai,  Jenzabar's  president  and  chief 
operating  officer,  also  made  a  presentation  expressing  Jenzabar's 
commitment  to  educational  software.  Ling  was  a  student  leader 
of  the  pro-democracy  student  efforts  in  China's  Tiananmen 
Square.  Since  fleeing  China  and  coming  to  the  United  States  in 
1990,  Ling  has  received  her  MBA  from  Harvard,  founded

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Memories  abound  at  the 
Olga  Kern  Concert

What  a  memorable  and  exciting  evening  was  last  November 
4th  in  Rea  Auditorium.  Russian  pianist  Olga  Kern  captivated 
the  audience  with  her  virtuosity  and  her  expressive  and  pas- 
sionate playing.  Kern  is  a  2001  Gold  Medal  Winner  of  the  Van 
Clibum  International  Piano  Competition. 

On  this  evening  Kern  played  some  of  the  most  difficult  lit- 
erature written  for  piano  -  difficult  both  technically  and  musi- 
cally; but  Kern,  with  supreme  confidence  and  great  beauty  of 
expression,  rendered  up  this  spectacular  program  of  music  for 
the  audience  with  ease  and  grace. 

Kern's  audience  was  a  special  one,  many  of  whom  drove 
some  distance  (Jackson,  Hattiesburg,  Louisiana,  Alabama) 
encountering  stormy  weather  in  route.  One  very  special  guest 
was  Fannie  Phillips  of  Brookhaven  who  came  to  the  concert 
hall  rich  in  memories  of  the  Clibum  family  and  the  Cliburn 
Competition. 

Fannie  was  a  long  time  friend  of  Van  Cliburn' s  mother,  a 
noted  pianist  and  teacher  who  taught  her  now  famous  son 
piano  up  the  age  of  seventeen.  They  met  through  Fannie's  two 
older  sisters,  Jemmie  and  May,  who  attended  the  Cincinnati 
Conservatory  of  Music  with  Cliburn's  mother.  All  three  later 
taught  at  the  conservatory.  Fannie  also  attended  the  Cincinnati 
Conservatory.  All  three  Vardeman  sisters  were  noted  pianist 
and  all  eventually  returned  to  Brookhaven  to  teach  privately. 

Fannie  remembers  the  young  Cliburn  and  his  mother  visit- 
ing the  Vardeman  home  many  times  and  hearing  him  play.  The 
story  circulates  in  Brookhaven  that  Cliburn  gave  his  first  pub- 
lic recital  there  at  the  age  of  nine  or  ten;  however,  it  is  reported 
in  The  New  Grove  Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians  that  his 
first  public  recital  was  at  the  age  of  four. 

Fannie  has  attended  most  of  the  Cliburn  Competitions  since 
its  inception  in  1962.  She  did  not  attend  the  2001  Competition 
so  she  came  to  our  concert  eager  to  hear  Olga  Kern  for  the  first 
time  and  meet  her  at  the  post-concert  reception. 

"I  think  she  is  the  best  woman  pianist  that  I  have  ever 
heard,"  Fannie  said. 

Van  Cliburn  is  more  than  a  great  musical  talent,  indeed,  he 
is  a  historical  figure.  .  .  a  legend.  He  entered  the  Russian  spon- 
sored International  Tchaikovsky  Piano  Competition  in  1958. 
The  competition  was  held  some  six  months  after  the  history 
making  launching  of  "Sputnik." 

It  is  generally  thought  that  the  Competition  was  created  to 
prove  Russian  superiority  in  the  in  the  arts  to  parallel  the 
recent  "Sputnik"  success.  The  unexpected  happened  in 
Moscow  at  the  Competition,  the  young  Texas  lad's  playing 
captured  the  imagination  and  hearts  of  the  Russian  audiences. 
He  won  the  competition  and  became  the  first  American  pianist 
to  receive  a  ticker-tape  parade  in  New  York  City. 

Just  as  Cliburn  was  thrust  into  a  performance  career  in  1958 
by  winning  the  Tchaikovsky  Competition,  Olga  Kern's  Gold 
Medal  has  given  impetus  to  her  concert  career.  She  has  more 
requests  for  concerts  that  she  can  accept.  We  were  delighted  to 
present  her  as  part  of  our  Community  Arts  Series. 

It  is  quite  touching  to  me  to  read  the  reports  of  students  from 
my  music  appreciation  class  who  attend  our  concerts,  so  I  have 
included  some  of  their  comments  below  which  reveal  their

WOW!  That  was  my  expression  after  hearing  Olga  Kern  per- 
form on  November  4th  at  the  Rea  Auditorium.  From  the  very 
first  note  she  played,  I,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  audience,  was 
captivated.  Her  performance  was  nothing  short  of  amazing,  and 
made  it  easy  to  see  why  she  was  a  gold  medalist  at  the  Van 
Cliburn  International  Piano  Competition.  Words  were  hard  for 
met  to  attain  when  I  tried  describing  her  performance  to  friends 
of  mine.  I  simply  could  not  do  her  justice. 

Watching  Olga  Kern  play  the  piano  was  exciting.  One  minute 
she  would  be  playing  as  if  her  hands  were  floating  on  air,  the 
next  minute,  she  was  like  a  pouncing  tiger  attacking  the  keys  of 
the  piano  in  a  fearless  rage.  Though  my  analogies  appear  to  be 
extreme,  that  is  the  only  way  I  can  see  to  explain  it. 

Seeing  her  play  Toccata,  Op.  7  by  Schumann,  I  now  under- 
stand why  Schumann's  wife,  Clara  Wieck  Schumann,  was 
known  as  a  virtuoso  pianist.  To  play  that  piece,  a  musician  can 
be  nothing  short  of  a  virtuoso.  Seeing  that  piece  played  also 
gives  me  a  great  respect  for  Schumann  as  a  composer.  I  will 
never  quite  understand  how  people  can  make  something  so  beau- 
tiful out  of  nothing. 

The  Olga  Kern  Concert  was  definitely  a  memorable  experi- 
ence for  me.  To  see  someone  play  the  piano  that  well  maybe  a 
once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  for  me.  My  night  at  the  concert 
was  capped  by  her  encore  performance,  and  having  the  opportu- 
nity to  meet  her  after  the  concert.

The  night  started  out  with  the  arrival  of  the  most  elite  in  this 
area.  Many  of  them  were  dressed  in  their  best  and  chatting  about 
how  great  Olga  Kern  could  play.  One  lady  behind  me  even  com- 
mented on  the  dress  she  wore  during  the  Cliburn  Competition. 
Even  though  I  had  never  heard  many  piano  performances,  I  was 
about  to  hear  the  best  performance  ever. 

The  lights  dimmed  and  the  most  beautiful  person  stepped  out 
onto  the  stage.  She  bowed  to  the  audience,  sat  down  at  the 
piano,  and  began  to  play. 

Miss  Kern  began  her  performance  with  Toccata,  Op.  7  it  was 


a  piece  lull  of  emotion.  It  was  an  exciting  piece,  but  it  was  noth- 
ing compared  to  what  was  in  store.  She  performed  wonderfully. 

The  next  piece  she  performed  was  the  Kinderszenen,  Op.  15. 
It  consisted  of  12  movements  and  was  a  rather  long  piece,  li  was 
written  by  Schumann  to  describe  childhood.  It  was  slow  and 
melodic,  and  it  was  exciting  all  at  the  same  time.  She  then  con- 
tinued her  performance  with  Barber's  Sonata  [or  Piano.  Op.  26. 
She  did  very  well  executing  the  pieces,  which  were  considered 
to  be  very  difficult.  The  audience  applauded  vigorously. 

Miss  Kern  finished  her  performance  with  the  Variations  on  a 
Theme  of  Corelli,  Op.  42,  Prelude  and  Fugue  in  G-Sharp  Minor, 
Op.  29,  and  the  most  difficult  Islamey.  Her  emotions  made  the 
music  come  alive!  The  audience  was  overwhelmed.  There  was  a 
standing  ovation.  She  then  proceeded  to  play  three  more  short 
encore  pieces.  One  of  the  pieces,  she  stated,  her  son  named 
"Cinderella's  Song."

Tuesday,  November  4th  was  one  of  the  finest  displays  of 
talent  and  training  that  I  have  seen  in  my  life.  Olga  Kern,  in  my 
opinion,  is  one  of  the  greatest  most  disciplined  pianists  that  I 
have  ever  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  live.  She  played  beautiful- 
ly and  was  very  captivating  with  her  stage  presence  and  audi- 
ence interaction.  I  found  it  to  be  very  exciting  but  yet  calming  at 
the  same  time. 

The  performance  lasted  for  about  two  hours  and  every  minute 
of  it  was  wonderful.  Her  playing  was  very  passionate  and 
breathtaking.

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A  dramatic  turning  point  in  American  history,  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  in  1803,  will  be  one  major  focus  of  the  14th  annual 
Natchez  Literary  and  Cinema  Celebration,  Feb.  19-23,  2003. 

Numerous  other  powerful  turning  points  in  American  culture 
will  also  be  subjects  of  the  conference,  including  programs  by 
and  about  some  of  Natchez's  own  citizens. 

Using  the  theme  of  "Exploration  and  Discovery  Then  and 
Now:  Saluting  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase,"  the 
Olympic  Award-winning  Celebration' is  expected  tor  attract  hun- 
dreds of  people,  according  to  event  organizers. 

"Explorations  and  their  resulting  discoveries  have  excited  ,„ 
Americans  for  centuries,"  said  Jim  Barnett  of  Mississippi 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  in  Natchez,  a  Celebration  fy 
co-chairman. 

Other  co-chairrhen  and  their  sponsoring  agencies  are  NLCC   \ 
founder  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College;  Janice  Turnage,  Natchez  National  Historical  Park;  and 
Ralph  Payne,  Alcorn  State  University. 

"In  1803,  when  the  United  States  paid  France  $15  million  for 
nearly  600  million  acres,  our  country  suddenly  doubled  in  size,"

Thomas  Jefferson,  which  we  call  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  placed 
the  United  States  on  the  road  to  becoming  the  world's  leading

About  one-third  of  the  Celebration  will  include  lectures,  panel 
discussions,  films  and  a  concert  dealing  with  the  Louisiana 
Purchase.  Programs  will  be  by  the  renowned  historian  Clay     ,«§ 
Jenkinson,  who  will  present  a  first-person  characterization  of 
Meriwether  Lewis;  the  historian  John  D.W.  Guice  on  Lewis' i? 
mysterious  death;  the  author/historian  Jon  Kukla;  the  historians 
Alfred  Lemmon  and  Jason  Wiese  of  the  Historic  New  Orleans 
Collection;  the  film  maker  Larry  Foley  on  "The  Forgotten 
Expedition  of  William  Dunbar  and  George  Hunter";  and  a  three- 
part  program  on  1 803  in  the  South,  in  New  Orleans  and  in 
Natchez  by  the  historians  Elliott  West,  John  Lawrence  and  Jack 
Elliott. 

The  rest  of  the  programs  yvilLfocus  on  exploration  and  discov- 
ery in  avenues  other  than  history  by  such  experts  as  Natchez- 
born,  award-winning  novelist  Ellen  Douglas  (Josephine  Haxton); 
Emmy  Award- winning  screenplay  writer/actor  Stuart  Margolin 
of  Natchez  (Rockford  Files);  and  Edward  Cohen,  author  of  The 
Natchez  Jewish  Experience  and  The  Peddler's  Grandson:

ing The  18,000-Ton  Olympic  Dream  Poems  and  Walt  Whitman 
in  Hell:  Poems. 

Winning  the  Horton  Foote  Award  for  Outstanding  Screenplay

The  idea 

In  June  2001,  Co-Lin  art  instructors  Janet  Smith  and  Tom  Ross 
began  discussing  ideas  for  an  art  project  that  would  excite,  motivate 
and  challenge  the  abilities  of  their  students.  This  project  needed  to 
showcase  the  student's  talents  for  the  general  public  and  perhaps  be 
a  fundraiser  for  the  art  department. 

The  idea  came  after  reading  an  inspiring  article  on  the  Painted 
Ponies  of  New  Mexico  in  the  June  issue  of  Southwest  Magazine, 
Smith  began  to  formulate  her  idea  for  an  "Object  of  Art."  There  are 
many  cities  and  states  that  have  used  this  object  of  art  idea.  You 
may  be  familiar  with  the  Cows  on  Parade  in  Chicago  or  noticed  the 
large  decorated  fish,  called  The  Festival  of  Fins,  all  over  New 
Orleans.  These  projects  involve  using  an  object/image  as  a  base  for 
multiple  people  to  be  creative.  She  and  Ross  brainstormed  and 
came  up  with  the  Wolfpack  project.  The  wolf  was  chosen  because  it 
is  the  Co-Lin  mascot  and  a  symbol  that  ties  this  creative  project 
directly  to  the  school. 


Smith  and  Ross  presented  their  idea  to  Co-Lin's  Art  Student's 
League  (ASL)  to  see  if  they  would  actually  want  to  undertake  this 
endeavor.  The  student  response  was  tremendous  and  work  began  in 
July  2001  to  set  things  in  motion.  The  ASL  had  no  start  up  money 
so  Smith  and  Ross  went  the  Co-Lin  Alumni  Foundation,  who  sug- 
gested they  make  a  proposal  before  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation 
Board.  The  Board  unanimously  approved  a  loan  to  the  ASL  and 
work  began  on  the  project. 

The  work 

Smith  volunteered  to  sculpt  the  original  wolf  form  approxi- 
mately 18"  x  24"  out  of  modeling  clay.  Magnolia  Molds  of 
Vicksburg  made  a  plaster  mold  of  the  form.  The  mold  was  larger 
than  anticipated.  Smith's  Machine  &  Welding  designed  and  con- 
structed a  metal  bracket  to  support  the  mold  and  make  handling  eas- 
ier. Individual  wolves  were  cast  out  of  stoneware  slip  and  fired  two 
at  a  time  in  the  art  departments  front  loading,  high-fire  Amaeo  kiln. 
Because  numerous  students  wanted  to  design  the  10  wolf  forms,  the 
ASL  held  a  design  competition.  Thirty  designs  were  submitted  in 
the  competition  and  10  were  chosen  along  with  two  alternates. 
The  final  product 

Casting  of  the  10  wolf  forms  began  in  February  2002.  Neither 
Ross  nor  Smith  was  familiar  with  casting  molds,  especially  one  of 
this  size  that  had  separate  molds  for  the  legs.  Students  and  instruc- 
tors jumped  in  and  went  to  work.  The  project  went  surprisingly 
smooth  but  slow.  As  the  first  wolf  was  taken  out  of  the  kiln  in  one 
piece  there  was  applause  and  cheers.  This  was  the  moment  of  real- 
ization that  this  was  actually  going  to  be  a  successful  project.  All  10 
wolves  were  complete  in  July  2002;  one  year  after  initial  work  had 
begun.
